cousness. 

His fervency of spirit and con- 
stant study of God’s word placed | 
him very soon on the deacon board. , 
He was later ordained as a minis- 
ter in the Church of God in Christ 
and preached out the Ross-Ville, 
Tennessee church. When the late 
Bishop Page left Memphis to de- 
velop the work in Texas, Bishop 
Roberts became the assistant Pas- 
tor to Bishop Mason at the Mem- 
phis Church which position he held 
until 1916. 


In December 1916 he was invited 
to Chicago by the late Mother 
Anna Davis and ‘Mother Lillian 
Coffey to come over in Macedonia 
and help them. 


He arrived on Christmas day and 
found a band of thirteen saints at 
32nd and State Street in a delapi- 
dated store front. The new Bishop 
O. M. Kelly helped to clean up the 
little room for the preacher’s com- 
ing. Mother Mary Davis, Sister 
May Pierce, Sister Gussie Tweedie, 
and Sister Boner are among the 
thirteen that still iive. 


In less than a year he moved the 
saints to 31st. and LaSalle into a 
much larger church, About two 
years later he moved to 87th and 
Federal Street into a church build- 
ing. 

His loving personality and ability 
to preach God’s Word without com- 
promise gathered the people by the 
hundred: and the Lord added to 
the church daily such as would be 
saved. 

Bishop Roberts’ great fervency 

for.God and h:s love for the church 
would not Ict him burden the 
church with his growing family so 
he worked at shoveling snow and 
at the Stock Yards so as to share 
dollar for dollar with the saints as 
they laid aside funds to huild a 
church. The saints dearly loved 
Mama Roberts and her little fam- 
ily, He and his family often walked 
to service due to lack of car fare 
and oft times he would go to the 
National Convocation in Memphis 
with less than fifty dollars. 
‘This sacrifice; stea~tur~year 
without a car or home of his own 
until he brought the people of God 
into their own church home. 

In 1922 he broke ground at 40th 
and State—thirty-two years ago. 

In 1927 he moved hundreds of 
saints into the main auditorium. 
By this time he had been made 
overscer of Illinois and Indiana. 

He was among the first five Bis- 
hops to be ordained by Bishop Ma- 
son in the Church of God in Christ. 
(Bishop O. T. Jones of Philadel- 
phia is the only living Bishop or- 
dained at that time.) 

In Indiana he preached out many 
churches and under his leadership 
the churches in Illinois grew from 
two little store front missions to 
more than one hundred churches. 

Thousands were saved by the 
preaching of God’s Word by this 
great man of God who knew and 
‘taught *God's Word as few men 
could. 5; 

He lovcd the souls of men and 
teaching them the way of God 
more than his very life—he never 
compromised the Word of Ged and 
preached his conviction regardless 
to the cost. 

At the annual convocation in 
Memphis he held the platform dur- 
ing devotionals and kept the mect- 


{ing spiritual in the absence of Bis- 


hop Mason. We will miss him more 
than we can express in our No- 
vember mecting 1954. There will

If he 
only has understanding enough to 
believe it, he goes forth from the 
presence of Goa free in body, free 
in soul, free in spirit, healed within 
and healed without. 
When James was discussing the 
subject of healing he put it in this 
form :“Is there any among you 
sick?

Anointing him with oil in the 
name of’ the Lord: And the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick; and if 
he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.” Right there, right 
then, when the healing power of 
Jesus Christ comes from the heart 
of God, and. testifies in that man’s 
soul by healing his body, his sins 
likewise are forgiven if he can only 
pelieve it. That is the service that 
we are trying to perform, That 
when we unite’and pray the prayer 
of faith, with the intelligence that 
the Word of God reveals, there will 
be a divine result of healing and 
forgiveness.

God’s | 


anointing. fell upon me. and while 
on the delivery table, He told me 


that I was chosen and much suf- 


fering was to come, also that I..was 
to tell the world of His goodness to 
me. I am afraid not to do it, for 
God told me to do so. I just want to 
travel and tell all nations. I am tell- 
ing my friends, fteighbors, in the 
churches and everywhere I go. 

On November 2, 1953, I was given 
an emergency major operation at 
the Bellevue’ Hospital in New York 
City. The day following the opera-, 
tion, I: was lying in bed and. the 
spirit of the Lord spoke to me say- 
ing, “I.‘am ‘pleased with you.” I 
prayed and thanked God for bring- 
ing me through the operation. I did 
well for a couple of days, and on 
the third day, my temperature was 
above normal. The doctors took pre- 
cautionary measures and began to 
watch me. It continued to rise. They 
administered various drugs, but all 
were to no avail. They called in 
top specialists of the hospital’s 
staff, they, too, cduld not find the 
cause. 

TI knew that my case was one for 
God only. I prayed to God for 
strength because I wanted to go 
through the test and not around 
it. {held on to my doctor, Doctor 
Jesus, and I knew that He alone 
would deliver me. 

All of my skih came off, from my 
head to the soles of my feet, even 
my toenails and fingernails. My 
temperature rose to 108. My case 
baffled the doctors, for I was never 
delerious or unconscious. God kept 
me calm and contented. They put 
ice packs and ice sheets on me day 
and night, later placed me in an oxy- 
gen tent, which was the last they 
could offer. The doctors sent tele- 
grams to my family saying they had 
given me up. I was in the tent for 
a week, praying for strength, which 
was granted from on high. My God, 
who never gets baffled, brought my 
temperature down fast and in His 
own time. 

While going through this crisis, 
I remembered God’s words on the 
first day, of my operation, saying 
that He was pleased with me. I 
prayed the harder, having the faith 
that He would deliver me from 
death’s door. God is so real. He's 
such a good God and a big God. If 
you live right and have faith in 
Him, no case is too hard for Him. 
He is a prayer answering Savior. 
Lam running for my life, for it was 
God who raised me from the point 
of death. Today, I am a living wit- 
ness of the miraculous power of 
God. T’ll forever trust in Him and 
live Holy, for Holiness is right.

In 1895, Elders Cc. P. Jones, C. 
HH.’ Mason and others, while search- 
ing ithe scriptures, saw that they 
could not be saved without holiness. 
They were sanctified through the 
truth and began to preach this 
doctrine to their hearers. Because 
of such doctrine they were ejected 
from the Baptist Church. Later in 
that year those same brethren con- 
gregated themselves and were 
known to be the Church of God, 
Acts 20:28; I Cor. 1:2; 10:32; II Cor. 
I:I-I; Tim. 3:5-15. Because the truth 
of the gospel was being assailed on 
every side, and many false doc- 
trines were being introduced : by 
those who proclaimed the name put 
denied the power thereof. Elder C. 
H. Mason, being set forth to deé- 
fend the gospel, prayed earnestly 
for a name that would not depart 
from the scriptures and at the 
same time distinguish the true fol- 
lowers from the false.

Sunday school is a school of re- 
ligious- instruction, an institution 
where both youth and adult find 
effective ways to witness, and be 


|influenced toward God. -Not only 


in the class rooms, but in the com- 


munity. Christians by their ideals | 


and conduct, and regular church 
and Sunday school concern and at- 
tendance for the needy, and a con- 
stant stand:for the right, are bold 
witnesses for the Lord. Sunday 
school is a place where the la- 
borer, student, teacher, or even the 
spectator, the minister, all have 
their opportunities to be courageous 
workers, in promoting the growth 
of. the kingdom. 


ASSIGNMENTS: 


: The teachers, and pupetintende 
ents, should map out effective 
courses of study for young people, 
and . adult | ‘claisses, (1) The ‘Lord’s 
Prayer, and where it is found in 
the Bible, trees, flowers,.and fruits 
of. the Bilbevis interesting to know. 


(2) Study the books of the Bible, 


how many” “thes “Old; ana “New 
Testament,. and the Biblical char- 
acters, and their works, the study 
of maps, indexes of the Bible dic- 
tionaries; and other.referencée books 
pertaining to the Bible, and other 
courses should be studied along 
with the Sunday school lessons, 
they are profitable, in religious ad- 
vancement. This assignment may 
seem small, but it is surprising how 
many do not know the answers. I 
do not know of any thing more in- 
teresting than Bible quizs, about 
Jesus, and St. Paul, Palestine, the 
Prophets, Genesis and Exodus, and 
many more,. emphasis placed on 
these Scriptures and characters in+ 
spire the ‘children to love_the life 
of Jesus and his followers, then it is 
easy for them to choose Him, as 
their master, and saviour, and in 
their language, they will love Him 
as their hero. 


DEVOTION: 


There should be ample space for 
devotion, the children. like to sing 
(and so do I) there are certain 
songs that they like best, they are 
the ones to sing most, the songs 


and hymns sung in the church serv-"|' 


ices are good to sing also, it will 
acquaint the children with the 
songs of church worship. 


METHODS OF TEACHING: © 


There must be a variation in 
teaching, in order to inspire the 
pupil, they must enjoy the work of 
the church school. Every method 
requires the use of means for mak- 
ing the lesson vivid. Imagination 
must be relied upon to give reality. 
Blackboard illustration is helpful, 
such as the Lord’s care for the 
birds, draw or paste the picture of 
a bird on ‘the board and point out 
as you explain of how they live, 
breathe, and sing, without any 
thought of care, there is: also the 
fish of the sea, and so on, by these 


means stories can be made clear 


and the pupils will enjoy them. 

These simple dramatizations can 
be carried further with older chil- 
dren. Sand Tables are helpful also, 
figurines of the disciples, the babe 
in the .manger, palm trees and 
many more items of the Bible, can 
be planted in the sand, and taught 
to the small ‘children., Pictures, 
drawings, and memory work all 
have. their place in the Sunday 
school work. After having studied 
each series of this work, make a 
note of what you think your school 
ought to do to recruit its member- 
ship, and extend ai more construc- 
tive religious program.

We, the saints of the Churches 
of God in Christ, everywhere, 
should not act a false part nor as- 
sume a character other than real, 
so that the spirit which the Lord 
hath given to dwell in our flesh 
may be found true toward all men, 


and that the Lord be glorified. God 


is true in all His words, and in 
Him, there is no lie. If we do not be 
real in what we do, we hypocrite 
and become robbers of the Lord, 
not rendering to God what we re- 
ceived from Him. For we received 
the spirit free from lying, if we 
make that a liar, we defile what 
was committed to us by the Lord 
and become deceivers. 

Today, there are many who are 
supposed to have the spirit, where- 
as, they have it not in reality, and 
desire to have the first seat in the 
church, are wicked and full of 
words. But those who have the 
spirit in reality are humble and 
quiet and depart from all wicked- 
ness and from the vain desires of 
the world. They do not withdraw 
themselves from others as if they 
are already justified, neither do 
they think they.are better than 
others, nor are they Sself-rightequs. 
They come together in one place 
as often as they can without fear 
and trembling, and inquire what is 
agreeable to the beloved of God. 
For the scripture saith, “Woe unto 
them who are wise in their own 
eyes and prudent: in their sight.” 

Please do not misunderstand me. 
I am not calling anyone a hypo- 
crit, far from it, for Matt. 7:1,2 
says, “Judge not that ye be not 
judged, for with what judgment ye 
judge, 'ye shall be judged, and with 
what measure ye mete, it shall be 
measured to you again.” But I do 
say, if anyone is a hypocrit, pre- 
tending to be what he is not, he is 
like the Scribes and Pharisees, hyp- 
ocrits who loved to pray standing 
in the corners of the streets that 
they may be seen of men, yet hav- 
ing omitted the weightier matter of 
law, judgment, mercy and faith, 
who make clean the outside of the 
cup, but within they are full of ex- 
tortion and excess, who are like 
white sepulchres which indeed ap- 
pear beautiful outward, but are 
within full of dead men’s bones and 
all uncleaness. 


Whatever we do, let it be done to 
the glory of God. It is no time to 
bear His name in hypocrisy, to 
murmur about every little thing, to 


speak evil of anyone, to willingly 


hear anyone speak evil of another, 
If we do, the spirit says, thou who 
heareth shall be partaker of the 


sin of him that speaketh evil, by 


believing the slander, and thou also 
shall have sin, because thou _ be- 
lievest him that speaketh evil of 
thy brethren. 

To speak evil of anyone is a mis- 
chievous thing, and the words are 
as wounds, going down into the in- 
nermost parts of the belly. For 
example, when I was a little boy in 
school, the teacher gave us an ex- 
hibition, and when time drew near 
for the close of school, he notified 
the parents to have their children 
ready, to bring baskets of food so 
no one would have to leave after 
closing that night. There was a 
woman in the neighborhood who 
had a very large family and earned 
their living by working in the fields 
of cotton. She worked hard and 
clothed the children and prepared 
her basket for the exhibition. When 
timé came to spread dinner on the 
ground, they came to a_ basket 
which contained salt bacon and a 
few soda biscuits. They began mur- 
muring among themselves and 
complained aloud. The lady was 
deeply hurt and departed. Who 
could have withstood such a wound 
that goes down into the innermost 
patts of the belly, only one with a 
heart of stone and not flesh. Her 
case was similar to that of the 
widow of Zarephath, who had but a 
handfull of meal in a barrel, very 
little oil, who was gathering sticks 
when Elijah came to the gates of 
the city. The lady who brought the 


‘poorly filled basket brought more 


than the others. She knew she had 
children and she wanted to do her 
part. She wanted to rejoice with 
them that rejoice and weep wit 
them that weep. 

Let us avoid detraction and do 


’ our alms deeds with simplicity, that 


we be happy in that which is to 
come. The days are exceedingly 
evil and the adversary has got the 
power of the world. We should in- 
quire more of the righteous judg- 
ment of the Lord, let fear and pa- 
ticnce be the assistance of our 
fuith and long suffering and con- 
tinuance of our fellow combatants.
